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FRANCE TO BRING IN 
NEW LAWS

PARIS, Wednesday. . 
The Prime Minister to-day announced 
that legislation to curb the activities of 
dangerous foreign elements in France 
would be introduced in the near future. 
Explaining that recent outrages of a 
terrorist nature and attacks on foreigners 
in France made stricter measures neces- 
sary, M. Chautemps told the Press that 
the work of the police in inquiring into 
‘the bombings in the Etoile district last 
week had been rendered difficult on 
account of the extreme obscurity of the 
circles among which the police had had to 
work. He had been struck by the diffi- 
culty which they had in following certain 
political movements imported from abroad, 
rtly because there were several million 
bodbiniinte now in France, most of whom 
had had to leave home for political reasons 
or to seek work, ae 
Most of these foreigners were honour- 
able people, but there were others, and 
these made it necessary for the Govern- 
ment to alter its methods of supervision. 
The Government could not be content 
merely with the investigation into last 
week’s outrage. 5 
After consultation with the Minister of 
the Interior, M. Dormoy, new legislation 
to meet the situation had been decided 
upon. M. Dormoy had appointed a Com- 
mission of jurists which would draw up 
the text of measures which the Govern- 
ment considered indispensable for the 


safetv of the country. 


“The Government is determined to 
create a legal status for foreigners,” 
added the Premier, ‘‘ which will give 


valuable guarantees for foreigners work- 
ing here, while submitting to serious 
supervision those who are unworthy of 
French hospitality, or those who are 
profiting by it to indulge in acts hostile 
to France or the French régime.”’

MINER FOUND

INQUEST 


Two friends of Griffith Griffiths, a 26-year- 
old miner, of Folkestone road, Dover, whose 
body was found on September 7th on the 
shore at East Cliff, Dover, gave evidence at 
yesterday’s adjourned inquest that he had 
told them he ‘‘had had a scrap with some- 
one.” t 

The jury returned a verdict oí ‘‘ Found 
drowned,’’, and said that there was not 
sufficient evidence to show how Griffiths got 
into the water. 

At the previous hearing, Dr. J. R. W. 
Richardson, police surgeon, said that he 
found bruises on both sides of the neck, 
which might have been caused by gripping 
between the finger and thumb, and that, in 
his opinion, Griffiths was unconscious as the 
result of a blow on the side of the head at 
the time he entered the water. Death was 
due to drowning. Se 

Griffiths’s two friends stated yesterday that 
they were with him on the night of 
September 4th at two public-houses. When 
he left, just before 10 p.m., he was drunk, 
but not incapable. He tola them he had had 
a scrap with someone the previous night, but 
they saw no marks on him. | 

The Deputy Coroner (Mr. E. E. Pain) said 
that there were two alternatives as to how 
Griffiths got into the water. He might have 
been thrown in after receiving a blow or 
he might have fallen or jumped in and struck 
his head, causing him to become unconscious.

Ghe Stone Wall 
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Dublin’s New ' Windmill 


At Sandyford yesterday I was delighted 
to notice that a modern windmill had 
been erected in a large field beside a 
charming new house, beautifully situated 
at the foot of the Three Rock mountain. 
I have always been interested in wind- 
mills, but this super-streamlined model 
fascinated me. 

As I was leaning across a gate looking 
at it, a man driving cows approached, 
and, when I interrogated him, he was de- 
lighted to give me all the information I 
required. 

‘““That’s Mr. Frank Aiken’s new wind- 
mill,” he said. ‘‘ Isn’t it a grand thing? 
We're all terribly proud B it around 
here, and everybody that passes along the 
road stops to have a look at it. It’s 
Mr. Aiken’s own idea. He will use the 
wind that sweeps down from the moun- 
tains to generate his own supply of elec- 
tricity for his farm at Dún Gaothe. ! 

“ And in the winter there will be no 
scarcity of wind round here. It’s won- 
derful to think that the wind will help 
to milk the cows by producing the elec- 
tricity to run the milking machines. Only 
a Northman like Mr. Aiken would have 
had the brains and the courage to carry 
out this big undertaking. He has made 
wonderful improvements since he came to 
live here."

Mr. Aiken certainly deserves great 
credit for his enterprise, and I may add 
that his windmill gives a pleasing touch 
to the landscape, with the sunshine spark- 
ling on the aluminium-painted wings, 
looking from the distance like a gigantic 
St. Andrew’s Cross. 


Houses, Irish and Swedish 


Madame Jaenson, wife of the newly- 
appointed Swedish Consul in Dublin, pays 
a high tribute to housing in Ireland. She 
thinks that the houses here are excellent, 
and, as dwellings, far ahead of those in 
Stockholm. 

But there is one drawback, and Madame 
Jaenson is not the first to.complain about 
it. Dublin houses, she insists, are cold, 
and it is because they lack central heat- 
ing. 

In Sweden, she tells me, people are 
accustomed to flats, and prefer that all 
their rooms should be on the one plane. 
That—may I mention in parentheses—is 
all very well for Swedish people. 

Another drawback, she finds, to the 
Dublin house is its lack of a shower bath ; 
and here I agree with her most cordially. 
In Sweden there is one in each house ; for 
Swedes are firm believers in cleanliness. 


Iceland 


Madame Jaenson tells me that of all the 
countries she has lived in she likes Iceland 
best. Everything connected with Iceland 
is attractive, .including its houses, its 
scenery, its fishing (wonderful salmon) 
and its inhabitants. 

Despite its chilly name, Iceland is not 
so very cold; it is noted, of course, for its 
bot springs, which rise. sixty feet into the 
air. 

Icelanders now intend to copy New 
Zealand, and bring these hot springs into 
their homes, where they will lay them on 
and save fuel for water-heating purposes. 
At present they have begun work on the 
enterprise in Reykyavik. a 

Although they have two super-cinemas 
in that capital, so far they have not been 
able to finish the construction of their 
new theatre. It still lacks the interior 
finishes, and, as much of the country’s 
prosperity depends on the fishing industry, 
the theatricai business must wait until 
there is a good herring season. 

Iceland, by the way, has no trees; yet 
its storms are terrific,

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the ignorance about Irelan both 
industrially and culturally, all over the 
world was very considerable, said Mr. N. J. 
Ffrench at a meeting of the Council of the 
National Agricultural and Industrial Develop- 
ment Association. 

The vast majority, he said, knew nothing 
whatever of the recent advance in social legis- 
lation and in our economic development. 
From the point of view of the tourist industry, 
we were only exploiting a very small part 
of what could be a considerable market. lt 
was essential, from the. point of view of the 
country’s trade and industry and also its 
national prestige, that Ireland should be put 
on the map as far as the world public were 
concerned, 


A DUBLIN PROJECT 


The Council discussed from every angle the 
very important question of Industrial Exhibi- 
tions. Alderman P. 8. Doyle, T.D., a member 
of the Council, stated he was anxious to have 
the views of the Association as to the 
feasibility of the Industrial Exhibition’ to be 
held in Dublin, as proposed recently at a 
meeting of the Corporation. 

Mr. Holloway, President, speaking on behalf 
of the Council, said that, in fact, the Council 
had already been considering the running of 
an Industrial Pageant under the auspices. of 
this Association and the Federation of Saorstat 
Industries during the Tailteann Games. The 
Industrial Exhibition, as proposed at the Cor- 
poration meeting, if it was to be truly repre- 
sentative, would be extremely costly to pro- 
mote. It was felt that it would be impossible 
for the Corporation alone to promote and run 
such an exhibition successfully without the 
goodwill and the support, both morally and 
financially, of the Association and the Federa 
tion, The Association was the only national 
organisation carrying on propaganda for Irish 
industry. It possessed its own exhibition, 
and for many years had successfully operated 
industrial pageants, aonachs and other indus. 
trial displays. Recently, in spite of the 
disastrous building strike, the Association's 
staff successfully promoted commercial exhibits 
m connection with the recent Housing Exhibt 
tion sponscred by the Dublin Corporation. 
The Council would be delighted to consider 
any project in conjunction with the Federation 
which would usefully develop propaganda, 
both for Irish industry in general and in 
particular for the principal exports of the 
country. 

The Council then considered the absence of 
any Irish representation at the Brussels, Paris 
or Cleveland Exhibitions.

‘ADVERTISING IRELAND - 
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Mr. N. J. Ffrench pointed out that 
countries less wealthy than “Ireland, with far 
less interest to the average individual, made 
a constant habit of representation at. World 
Exhibitions. “These exhibitions were growing 
more numerous and more. hg t every 
decade. The reason could only. be ascribed 
to the fact that they evidently were success-. 
ful from the point of view of the country 
sponsoring the exhibition, and that equally. 
those who took part in them found them 
profitable. It was essential. that, if the 
Government did decide to take part in some 
future exhibition such as the New York Fair 
(and it had been rumoured that a large 
space had been already booked in this con- 
nection), they should receive the co-operation 
of those who had experience in what was, 


relatively speaking, a new form of advertisitig. 


COUNCIL WANTED

At the request of 
the High Commissioner, exporters of tinned 
butter. cheese, etc, had been put in touch 
with him. Over 12 million rupees’ worth of 
fish and 70,000 gallons of Scotch whiskey 
were imported into Ceylon every year.

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THE TUBERCULIN TEST 


APPLIED TO DAIRY STOCK 


Now that so much importance is being 
attached to the tuberculin test in dairy herds, 
some extracts from an article by a Surrey 
farmer in the Shorthorn Society’s “ Journal ”’ 
may be of interest to dairy farmers in this 
country. This farmer, Mr. John Bailey, of 
Shamley Green, Guildford, writes especially 
of his experience of turberculin testing in a 
dairy herd. 

"his herd was not tested since 1932, and 
for several years Mr. Bailey kept a flock cf 
about 2,000 poultry, many of which ranged 
over the fields in which the cows grazed, 'n 
addition, the cows consumed two crops of 
hay taken annually for the past four years 
from an eight-acre field in which are a large 
number of arks that are moved daily. .He 
was apxious about the result of the test be- 
cause of the reported possibility of poultry 
being a possible cause of cattle re-acting. 
“The double intracermal test,” he says, 
“was duly ap lied. to all shorthorns over 
nine months old, and all passed successfully, 
except two cows which were slightly doubtful 
and will be re-tested shortly. 

““The question arises as to whether con- 
ditions under which a herd lives have any 
bearing on the result of a test. I have 
always kept my in-calf and older empty 
heifers out of doors all the winter. I have 
also kept my cows out of doors all the year 
round for the past five years, and it is sur 
prising how well thev stand up to the col 
and wet weather conditions. Strange to say, 
under this method the veterinary surgeon's 
bill decreases enormously, and udder chills, 
stomach mmpactions, swollen hocks and many 
other troubles very seldom occur. : 


Wintering Out. 

“I cart cabbage or kale to the fields twice 
daily during winter, there being very little 
trass, and in bad weather I do not closely 
umit the hay. I feed the usual 251b.. per 


meal mixture ounce. 
mixture consist of 2lb. good fish meal, llb. 
lodised mimerals, 4b. chalk, Ib. salt,- per 
cwt. of mixed meal. 

“My land is sandy, for the most part. 
which makes it suitable for wintering out, 
but the shelter is not good, although this 
does not. seem to matter, as when the cows 
could take shelter, they usually prefer to lie 
on the highest ground right in the drift of the 
weather, and do not appear any the worse 
for it in the mornings. 

“Tt is possible that one might obtain better 
milk and butter-fat yields on the same foods 
indoors. I don't know. But I have proved 
that under this system one’s cattle appear to 
he very much less liable to the ills that befall

consumer's milk. If half of what some of the 
medical profession would have vs believe is 
true, few of us could have survived, especially 
when one remembers the production condi- 
tions that obtained when many of us were 
hoys. 

_““We are, one and all, for progress of the 
right kind, but it is very doubtful whether 
full knowledge ot this matter has yet been 
attained by our medical men, and it might 
well be in the best interests of the nation’s 
health to ‘make haste slowly.’ ”’ 

BE awe from this view of the question, 
it will be unanimously agreed that the owner 
of a tubercle-free herd has a great advantage 
when disposing of cattle, particularly for the 
export trade, and the time is not far ‘listant, 
if not already here, when breeders will find it 
difficult to realise the full value of dairy cattle 
which will not stand up to the test.”

The cattle 
should not be turned on when they are very 
hungry, or when the aftermath is damp or 
wet. and they should not be allowed to remain 
cn for more than 1 few hours at a time until 
they have become accustomed to the change. 


! About Calves 


Young calves, after weaning from milk, 
should receive a daily allowance of meals to 
ban them losing condition. A mixture of 

parts crushed oats and 1 part linseed cake, 
fed at the rate of about 3lb. per head daily, 
forms a meal ration after weaning from 
milk, aize meal may be used instead of 
crushed oats where the latter food is not 
available.. The meal mixture, since it con- 
tains linseed, should be fed ry and not nn 
a damp or wet condition. In districts where 
“husk or hoose is liable to occur, young 
stock should be kept indoor at night from 
the middle of August onwards, and not 
allowed out in the morning “until the dew is 
off the grass, They should, if possible, be 
kept off pastures on which outbreaks of this 

isease have occurred in previous years, and 
grazed on fresh, clean pasture, such as after- 
math. This, combined with housing at night 
and maintaining the animals in a thriving 
condition by supplementary feeding with

the provision of a code of regulations. to 
inculcate in the youth of the country greater 
respect for the national flag and national 
anthem. 

The work of countering coast erosion was 
urged as a national charge, 


SOCIAL SERVICES 
Mrs. Maud Walsh, Dublin City Council, 


said that local authorities and the taxpayer, 
on whom depend the advancement of social 
services, must not think only in terms of 
taxes and costs, but of national progress and 
common well-being, regarding their outlay as 
au investment that will ultimately yield one 
hundred per cent. interest in national 
harmony and welfare. The present system of 
oor Law, said Mrs. Walsh, comes under two 
heads—home assistance and institutional 
relief. As a member of a public Board for an 
area which would appear to show the highest 
scale of home assistance, she was often 
impressed by the fact that so much 
attention was given to the view that 
giving others something for nothing does 
harm, and so little then was given 
that no good was done. If persons were 
left just above the starvation line it was 
useless to consider their ever becoming employ- 
able. Desregarding the horrid tell of 
human suffering, inadequate relief was 
economically. a false policy. She believed in 
the system of relief works, as it is tar 


‘better to get back five shillings worth cl 


value for every ten spent, and its effects 
in every way were not so damaging. It would 
not cost more in the long run to organise 
our unemployed and set them to work, than 
it now costs to provide Public Assistance, 
doles, workhouses, mental hospitals, prisons, 
and all the institutional paraphernalia in 
which the destitute take refuge. She felt 
equally strongly regarding inadequate unem- 
ployment assistance. The system by which 
the Government assists some unemployed and 
the local authorities others, and even in 
some cases both bodies assist the same 
persons, is wasteful and __ inefficient. 
Our workhouses and 
still better than compounds, in which all 
physically and mentally unfit are housed and 
none are treated. 

Thousands of children were condemned to 
the life of these institutions, and that was 
criminal. In addition to their baneful snur- 
roundings there was no provision made for 
the education of the children—a deplorable 
state of affairs. The problem of the unmarried 
mother is one of human frailty and extreme 
delicacy to be dealt with in charity. In 
Dublin they were classified to a considerable 
extent with success. 


WORK FOR INMATES 


With regard to the able-bodied inmates of 
our Poor Law Institutions, and accepting the 
principle that idleness is an evil, local 
avthorities should introduce occupational 
activities to those’ institutions. Every 


| County Home and Workhouse should in itself 


be a self-supporting model farm, and, if 
necessary, legislation should be _ intro- 
duced for the acquisition of land, if not 
otherwise available. 
Hand crafts could with profit be another fea- 
ture of these occunvational activitics. By 
such means the present: aimless existence of 
able-bodied inmates would be relieved, and 
the incentive to work would be promoted by 
a reasonable wage for their labour. 3 
“ Personally,” said Mrs. Walsh, “I feel the 
time is long past when pauperism should be 
the penalty of unemployment, and the re- 
moval of the stigma of pauperism entails the 
aholition of eounty homes and workhouses, 
with their social degradation.”’ 
Pre-natal clinics should be available in 
all. towns of moderate size for the ne 
struction, advice and assistance of expectant 
mothers. Statistics of death in child-birth 
and infantile mortality only partially repre- 
sent the human waste and suffering caused 
by lack of care and instruction in the pre- 
natal period, In the rura areas, 
owing to the scattered population, a 
mere intensified system of the services of 
highly-trainei nurses should be provided. 
These pre-natal facilities should also feature 
in the planning of our large housing schemes. 
Yur hospital service should be such that no 
satient should be asked prematurely to leave 
Comdial to make room for an incoming case. 
The number of beds in the maternity hos- 
itals in the towns is absolutely inadequate. 
Tn point. of service to the national health,

MEDICAL TREATMENT 


Speaking on the paper side, Mr. P. J. Mac- 
Namara: (Ennis) said that epileptic children 
should be cared for in separate manner. He 
also thought that sixty pounds a year was 
altogether inadequate remuneration for 
nurses, 

Mr. Bourke (Limerick) said -that it was 
criminal to put epileptics into mental 
hospitals. These people were rational in 
their conduct and every-day life, but because 
of the absence of any proper institution an 
injustice was done to ‘Ken, and they were 
forced to live among adults, many of whom 
were criminals of the worst type. He also 
spoke of the shameless conduct on the part 
of people who had boys, who suffered from 
nothing worse than the natural wildness 
common to all Irishmen, committed as 
criminal lunatics. Doctors and Peace Com- 
missioners who signed committal forms for 
these boys should themselves be indicted. He 
suggested there should also be a central nerve 
climc for nerve cases, 

Mr. J. Hickey (Cork) said that their whole 
social services system should be re-cast. Much 
of the illness and sickness in the country was 
due to the poverty of the people. They had 
90,000 unemployed, with probably three others 
dependent on each of them. They also had 


18,000 receiving home assistance. They had 
never yet been told why a country like this 
could not provide a decent living for all. 

Mr. D. Healy (Dublin) complimented Mrs. 
Walsh on her comprehensive and illuminating 
paper. He said that it was a terrible thing 
that poor law boards should take eight 
shillings from old age pensioners’ pittance of 
ten shillings a week from old people who were 
inmates in these institutions. 

It was decided to send the paper to all 
public bodies, and a vote of thanks was passed 
to Mrs. Walsh. 


WIDOWS’ PENSIONS 


Mr. Phillips (Cashel) proposed a motion 
requesting the Minister for Local Government 
and Public Health to issue instructions to the 
effect that a widow in receipt of a widows’ 
pension shall not forfeit home assistance allow- 
ance because of the pension. 

Alderman Corish said that the Minister's 
intention in this matter was to give the 
widows pensions and remove the stigma of 
pauperism, :

Quis Custodiet? 


The Association of. Municipal Authori- 
ties of Ireland was picued by the absence 
of a Government repre: utative.from their 
conference in Ennis, and we sympathise 
with this important. body. Yet, if the 
Minister for Local Government sought an 
excuse for failing to take counsel with the 
Association, he might find it in the 
agenda. Though seventy delegates came 
together to discuss civic problems, with 
special attention to housing, the agenda 
ignored the very aspect in which local 
authorities ought to be . especially 
interested; that is, town and regional 
planning. If the conference took for its 
main theme the plan or programme accOrd- 
ing to which housing development is to be 
governed, the Minister would have good 
Recent years 
have seen a prodigious growth in the 
country's sum total of dwelling places, to 
say nothing of the expansion of business 
premises and the building of factories and 
warehouses. Towns been 
formed. Changes, however, have not been 
all for the better; and for the defects in 
what has been done local responsibility is 
great. Growth has been without design 
and without control. Splendid opportuni- 
ties to beautify towns and villages, and to 
raise the people’s standard of comfort, 
have been. neglected, and blunders have 
been made which have inflicted injury that 
cannot be undone while bricks and mortar 
and concrete stand. For errors of omission 
and: commission the local authorities are 
to blame. They have not lacked counsel. 
Their members can read—none, we think, 
can be illiterate—and the technical Press 
and intelligently conducted general news- 
papers have discussed the need of town- 
planning almost ad nauseam, while great 
authorities have given interviews and pub. 
lished articles on the subject repeatedly. 
Let us take two examples. The first is 
the propriety, as to which all experts 
agree, of building artisans’ houses not 
more densely than ten to the acre, but 
preferably fewer. In order to give the 
new householders this much space— 
ensuring plentiful air, light, gardens and 
playing ground for children—it is desirable 
in ‘many places to enlarge the urban 
bounds.

In. many places houses have 
been built twelve, fourteen, or even sixteen 
to the acre, condemning the workers to 
a miserable, cramped existence as if in 
tenements, all under the excuse that open 
space is not really accessible—which is 
hardly anywhere true. The second example 
is that of ‘‘ribbon development ’’—that 
rapid and calamitous extension of towns 
and villages in ribbons along the roads 
where heavy traffic hurtles past by day 
and night. There are examples of local 
representatives standing up in the fulness 
of their callous ignorance to defend the 
workers’ right to live on the main high- 
way—which more precisely is a right to 
rear his children in hourly danger of death 
and maiming. The local authorities could 
stop “ribbon development.” They have 
not stopped it, or even protested against 
it, and the deaths of children are on their 
heads. If they were awake to their re- 
sponsibility they would make the planning 
of expansion their first concern, and a 
Minister who did not give ear to wise 
counsels from local men on this subject 
would be culpable indeed. 


Germany and Africa 


At the very moment when Herr Hitler 
was re-affirming Germany’s demand for 
the return of her former colonies, Mr. te 
Water, South Africa’s High Commissioner 
in London, declared that “ we should have 
the courage to sit at a conference table 
with Germany to discuss this issue,” He 
made it clear, of course, that he was offer- 


ing merely his personal opinion only, but 


it is difficult to-day to dissociate the man

from his office. Naturally the statement 
has been regarded in Germany as ‘‘\a most 
reasonable utterance,’’ but who: can 
imagine that it will be accepted in South 
Africa as anything other than an indiscre- 
tion? The High Commissioner believes 
that the question of the return of the 
colonies is one of prestige, rather than the 
insatiable demand for raw materials. He 
may be right, but is he also right in think-. 
ing that, if some colonies are restored, the 


demand something more? It is all very 
well to say that poor statesmanship is 
shown by those who think so; the events 
of the past few years, however, go to 
strengthen the notion that Herr Hitler 
resembles the once-famous picture of the 
boy who would not be happy “ till he gets 
it.’ South-West Africa was administered 
at a loss by the German Empire, and never 
produced the raw materials for which Herr 
Hitler is now so solicitous.. Under the 


mandate to the Union of South Africa the 
territory has been no more profitable; all 


mandate is political trouble. Only a few 
months ago action had to be taken against 
Nazi activities there, and this stern action 
has had the effect of subduing for the 
moment the intensive propagandist cam- 
paign. A better feeling, it is said, is now 
shown by residents of .German. descent 
towards the Mandatory Government, but 
such statements as Mr. te Water’s are not 
calculated to make this feeling permanent. 
South African opinion on the question of 
returning the territories to German control 
was declared recently by General Smuts, 
when he said that South Africa was 
still a country to loot. . In the same 
speech he stressed the vulnerable situation 
of the Union, pointing out that it was 
now within striking distance of European 
countries. The High Commissioner's 
reference to the former German colonies is 
all the more strange when it is remem- 
bered that for years his Government has 
been declaring that it will not consider 
the return of South-West Africa to 
Germany. It is no less adamant in its 
determination that there could be no 
return of Tanganyika. In so far as these 
two territories are concerned, all parties 
in the Union agree that there should be 
no change, although Mr. Pirow, the 
Defence Minister in General Hertzog’s 
Cabinet, departed from that agreement 
when he spoke some months ago about the 
necessity to ‘‘bring Germany back to 
Africa.” Evidently, while the Union 
Government is willing’ enough to have 
Germany back again in Africa, it is un- 
willing either to surrender the territories 
which Germany formerly held or to have 
the Reich as a near neighbour. To 
appease Herr Hitler, and at the same 
time satisfy the requirements of the Union, 
Africa would need to be re-partitioned, 
and sacrifices would be required of Great 
Britain, France, Belgium, and Portugal. 
When the conference which Sir Samuel 
Hoare foreshadowed at Geneva nearly two 
years ago assembles, as it must in due 
time, probably all these Powers will have 
to cede territory to the new Germany.

Partitioning Palestine 


This week, which opened the Jewish New 
Year, opens also a new chapter in the 
history of Zionism. Mr. Anthony Eden, 
the British Foreign Secretary, has asked 
the Council of the League of Nations to 
approve his Government’s plan for the 
partition of Palestine into two independent 
States and a mandated territory. We who 
possess sOme experience of the tragedy of 
refuse to believe that this 
counsel of will solve’ the 
Palestinian problem, but the British 
Government insists that it forms the only 
possible solution, and in all likelihood will 
impose its view upon Geneva. Certainly, 
while we distrust the plan itself, we can 
suggest no alternative. The whole history 
of post-War Palestine has been a history 
of bungling. However admirable and just 
—not to say poetic—has been the concep- 
tion of a Jewish National Home, nobody 
can deny that the Balfour Declaration, 
which first clothed the Jewish vision with 
reality, was inspired by shabby motives 
of expediency, or that, if the Arabs were 
not positively deceived, at least they were 
permitted to deceive themselves. The 
British people did not behave well in this 
matter of Palestine, and they deserve the 
trouble which their dubious polities; in 
those days of war, have stored up for 
them. It is useless, however, to hark into 
the past: the necessity is to resolve a 
major difficulty of the present. Manifestly 
there is no likelihood that Jewry and 
Islam propose to keep the peace in 
Palestine. Until a year or two ago—in 
spite of frequent quarrels of greater or 
less import—it was still possible to enter- 
tain a hope that Palestine would be large 
enough both for its Arab inhabitants and 
for an increasing tide of immigrant Jews. 
Last year’s riots dispelled the hope. As 
Mr. Eden phrased it in his speech before 
the League Council, “ the conflict between 
Jewish and Arab political aspirations has 
been intensified by external factors—the 
growth of anti-Semitism in Europe, and 
the growth of Arab nationalism in the 
Arab-speaking countries.” The Arabs of 
Palestine see their country—or what they 
regard as their country—pass from their 
hands into those of hundreds of thousands 
of exiled Jewish immigrants; and this

nationalism, has hardened their hearts. 
No doubt, a sufficiency of British troops 
would impose harmony upon the conflict- 
ing races ; but Great Britain. cannot afford 
to lose any more of her prestige in the 
Near East.

How considerate, it. was of the sharks to 
postpone their arrival in these waters 
until the majority of the holiday-makers 
had downed buckets and beach pyjamas 
and retired inland.

Several happy 
and well-fed years ago life was just a 
bowl of bathers, pearl divers and record- 
breaking airmen for the sharks, It was 
‘only necessary for them to hang about the 
better-known resorts to enjoy a continual 
sensation of surfeit. Then man, with his 
incurable habit of rearranging nature, 
began to erect barbed wire entanglements 
around bathers, to send into the depths of 
the ocean indigestible rubber-clothed 
divers in the place. of sticeulent. native 
‘swimmers, and to improve the internal 
‘combustio.. engine and directional wireless 
to the voint whereat only one shark in 
every four thousand had any expectation 
of coming across a trans-oceanic aviator. 
‘The.menu became narrowed to young men 
who believed that sharks do not attack 
one if one splashes; but they were an un- 
satisfactory dish—all that splashing 
tended to reduce weight. Accordingly, the 
sharks have moved to the Firth of Clyde 
and Cushendall, and for the next six 
months they will subsist on salmon and. 
casual sailors; but, with the arrival of the 
summer months, they may be expected to 
swing out of this miserably slimming diet. 
The laugh, of course, is going to be on the 
sharks. They have no conception of bath- 
ing conditions around these islands. (We 
can assure them right now that pearl 
divers and airmen will be erased from the 
plat du jour, Any pearl diving that goes 
om round here is done by unsavoury 
maniacs. aud souvenir hunters and 
reporters will have disposed of whatever 
fallen airmen may crop up long before the 
swiftest shark could hope to arrive.) In 
the Pacific and similar seas there are 
rollers, surf-boards, beautifully bronzed 
life guards and other paraphernalia to 
interest and to distract the swimmer. Here 
the bathers bathe blue with cold and 
bored to tears. They would welcome the 
diversion of a shark, and enjoy the healthy 
exercise of collecting a shark in a Rugby 
tackle, of dragging it to the beach, and 
throwing stones at it until it collapsed. 
If v « were the sharks we should return to 
those waters where man-eating monsters 
are regarded with some respect. They may 
be hungry, but they will keep their 
pride. i

French Air Power 


M. Gabriel Delattre, a member of 1: 
French Chamber Air Committee, has just 
published some remarkable statisti 
regarding the aggressive power of the 
French Air Force.

““ An overpayment of £35 was made to 
Mr. O'Higgins in respect of the prepara- 
tion of the borough rate books for the year 
ended March 31st, 1937; the amount of 
the overpayment has not been recouped. to 
the Borough Fund 
‘A sum of £63 paid to Mr. O'Higgins 
by the Sligo County Council in respect, of 
the preparation of franchise lists has been 
retained in hands by him. The terms of 
his appointment-required that the amount 
should be lodged to the credit of the

““ An amount of £18 18s. 4d. received in 
respect of rates on property in the borough 
was not recorded in the accounts.

HE dangers to shipping off the 
coasts of Spain were further 
illustrated yesterday—the day that 
effect was given to the Nyon anti- 
piracy agreement—by news of an 
attack on the British oil steamer 
Hillfern, whose  blockade-running 
activities have become famous. 

The Hillfern, which is registered at 
Newcastle, survived unscathed shots from 
an insurgent trawler thirty-five miles out- 
side Gijon on Monday night, and a 
machine-gun attack from a 'plane which 
tried to hit her deck cargo of oil. After 
that she had to fight a gale. 

Two squadrons of R.A.F. flying boats 
from Felixstowe and Pembroke Dock have 
been ordered to the Mediterranean to-day 
to join the anti-piracy patrol, and should 
reach there before the reinforcements of 
destroyer strength, which will bring the 
number of patrolling warships up to sixty. 
The ten machines have a thousand miles 
range, and each is equipped with three 
guns. 


ITALY’S ATTITUDE 


Italy’s refusal to join in the anti-piracy 
patrol on the present basis would probably 
be altered if the Nyon Powers conceded 
parity to her, it was stated in Rome yester.- 
day. Her Note declining the invitation 
left her attitude obscure, but this may be 
elucidated at the next meeting of the Non- 
Intervention Committee in London. Italy 
has previously demanded that the piracy 
question should be handled by this body, 
and not by a separate conference. 

Signor Gayda—‘‘ Mussolini's mouth- 
piece ’’—says in the Giornale d’/talia that 
the British and French Governments have 
to choose between consideration of Italy’s 
rights and the responsibility of carrying 
out a policy on their own “ which might 
appear to be an act not only devoid of 
collaboration, but also devoid of friend- 
ship.”

The Times observes to-day in an editorial 
article: —The difficulties which impede the 
desire of the British Government and 
people for international co-operation are 
only too obvious. The latest is the 
puzzling attitude of the Italian Govern- 
ment towards the Nyon Conference. The 
conference was convened by the British 
and French Governments with the object 
of putting an end to a series of piratical 
attacks upon neutral shipping in the 
Mediterranean, which had arisen out of 
the Spanish civil war. These attacks were 
chiefly made by submarines of unknown 
origin, and also by aircraft and surface 
vessels, some of which were believed to 
belong to the naval forces of the Spanish 
nationalists. They were carried out with 
a complete disregard to the rules for the 
conduct of naval warfare, which were 
drawn up in the London Treaty of 1930, 
and were re-affirmed last November in the 
Submarine Protocol, to which nearly every 
naval Power has adhered. Scme of the 
ships attacked were carrying non contra 
band cargo to Spanish ports, others were 
not bound for Spanish ports at all. 

As Italian vessels had already suffered 
from attacks, one of which was unquestion. 
ably made by aircraft belonging to the 
Valencia Government, it might have been 
expected that the Italian Government 
would have promptly accepted the invita- 
tion to a conference convened with the 
intention of making the Mediterranean, 
which Signor Muesoliini recently described 
as the life of Italy, safe for international 
commerce. 

The hone. that the invitation to co- 
operate in a good cause would be accepted 
by Italy has so far been disappointing. In 
their reply the Fascist Government point 
out that in case of the inclusion of Italy 
only- the Tyrrhenian Sea would be 
entrusted to Italian control, while the 
remainder of the Mediterranean would be 
patrolled by British and French warships. 
These arrangements they describe as un- 
acceptable. The vital interests of Italy in 
the Mediterranean, and the fact that the 
bulk of the Mediterranean traffic passes 
along her lines of communication, require 
Italy to insist that she should have condi- 
tions of absolute parity with any other 
Power whatsoever in whatever zone of the 
Mediterranean. 

The reply, it will be observed, is 
equivocal. It does not state whether, even 
if Italian wishes were met, the Fascist 
Government would consent to adhere to 
the Nyon plan. Until this doubt has been 
cleared away the British and French 
Governments might only be offering to 
stultify a policy which an imperative 
emergency has required, and a number of 
Powers have accordingly agreed to enact, 
if they suspended the execution of their 
pact. The importance of Italian interests 
in the Mediterranean is obvious; the 
Italian demand for parity is comprehen- 
sible, but the elementary test of any 
procedure will be whether it delays or 
furthers the answer to lawlessness on the 
high seas.

PLUMBERS EXCLUDED

The new position arises from a decision 
at their meeting to-night of the Cork 
Building Workers’ Trades Unions Group 
to expel the Plumbers’, Glaziers’ and 
Domestic Engineers’ Union from member-

This decision, in effect, deprives the 
Cork plumbers of the protection and co- 
operation of the remainder of the Group 
and of the other trade unions in the build- 
ing industry.

ARMED MEN SMASH 
METAL PLATE

Four men walked into the machine room 
of the Irish Independent office, Middle 
Abbey street, Dublin, last night, held 
up a member of the staff at revolver 
point, and smashed a plate on which there 
was -an ajticle on Wolfe Tone, written by 
Leo McCabe, for publication in the news 
paper this morning. They scattered the 
broken metal about the foundry floor, and 


left again without inflicting any further 


damage. 

Detectives, under Inspector Mansfield, 
took charge of the building, and up to an 
early hour this morning were engaged in 
making inquiries. 

It is stated that the men entered the 
building from. the rear entrance, in 
Prince’s street, during the time when the 
foundry men were at supper. At the 
door the raiders met one of the clerks, 
who was leaving for home, and they pro. 
duced revolvers. They ran into the 
foundry, where they seized the plate, 


which was ready to go on the machine, 


and smashed it with hammers. They 
scattered the broken metal about the 
floor, and left the premises again by the 
back “door. 

Detective headquarters were informed, 
and cars of armed detectives were rushed 
to the newspaper office, the front and back 
entrances to which were closed. Other 
detectives questioned taxi-drivers and 
pedestrians in O'Connell. street, but as 


far as can be ascertained nobody on the. 


street actually saw the men walk into the 
office.

GENEVA, Wednesday. 


HE outstanding feature of to- 
day’s proceedings in Geneva was 
the speech to the League Assembly 
on China’s appeal by Dr. Wellinrton 
Koo, Chinese Ambassador in Paris 
and principal Chinese delegate, 
Speaking with restraint, but with 
deep emotion, Dr. Koo recounted in 
simple, uncoloured language the 
horrors of alleged Japanese aerial 
bombardment of defenceless towns 
and the whole tragic story of the 
Japanese invasion of North and 


‘South China. 


In the concluding passages of his speech, 
which made a deep impression, Dr. 
Wellington Koo set out three possibilities 
for League action :— 

1. Consideration and 
Council itself ; 

2. Ceding the question to the Assembly ; 

ó. Reference of the matter to the 
Advisory Committee on the Sino-Japanese 
dispute set up by the Assembly in 1933. 


WHAT THE LEAGUE MAY DO 


It is probable that the last course will 
be adopted, and this appears to be the 
action desired by the Chinese Government 
itself. 

This course, it is expected, will be taken 
by the Council at an early meeting. The 
Advisory Committee of twenty-three States 
set up by the Committee of nineteen. in 
1933 is still in being. - 

An interesting point arising out of this

procedure is that the United States, 
though not a member of the League, had 
a seat, though not a vote on the Advisory 
Committee. The U.S.S.R., as a member 
of the Council, will automatically have 
seat on the Committee. | 

It seems certain that in its inquiry into 
the dispute the Advisory Committee will 
ask Japan to state her case 
making it incumbent upon her to accept 
any League obligations. 

The Chinese Government is not likely 
to press its appeal to the League any 
further until it has seen the result of the 
reference of the dispute to the Advisory 
Committee. 


DR. KOO DENOUNCES 
JAPAN 


Dr. Wellington Koo, in the course of 
his speech, said: “For two months my 
country has been once more subjected’ to 
armed aggression from Japan. ‘The 
Japanese Government has despatched to 
China more than 300,000 troops, scores of 
warships, and hundreds of military aero- 
planes in pursuit of political domination 
and territorial conquest. 

“ China, notwithstanding all her 
handicaps, has found herself obliged. to 
resist this renewed armed invasion.” . 

“ H has often been claimed,” continued 
Dr. Koo, “that the pressure of over-popu- 
lation in Japan, increasing at the rate of 
800.000 souls a year, has driven her to 
seek new territory as an outlet. That is, 
however, only a pretext put forward to 
enlist sympathy and confound public 
opinion abroad. 

‘The fact that Japan lacks raw 
materials within her borders and depends 
upon her supplies from abroad is not a 
justification for resorting to armed aggres- 
sion against a peaceful reichbour. 

“ China has more than once demon- 
strated her willingness and her read'ness 
to enter into economic co-operation with 
Japan. 

“ Japan’s policy aims not only at the 
political domination and conquest of 
China, but also at the elimination of 
foreion interests wherever the Japanese 
sword holds sway, and the eventual expul- 
sion of Europe and America from their 
territorial possessions in Asia.

full share of wonder, interest, and 
surmise from writers of an early time. Ross, 
n voluminous writer, now only remembered by 
reason of a slighting reference in Butler, tells 
us of ‘‘Tritons or fishes having faces, and 
the shape of man’s body. one was seen In 
the days of Tiberius, another in the time of 
Augustus, a third under Nero. Aelian, 
Theodor, Gaza, Trapezuntius, Scaliger, and 
divers others, affirm the truth of this; yet 
these Tritons or Nereides cannot be called, 
nor are they, men, though they have the 
outward shape: for it is not the matter hor 
outward lineaments, but the form that gives 
Essence and Denomination.”” Baker, in hs 
Chronicle, has mention of a fish which was 
taken near Oxford in the reign of King John 
‘in all parts like a man, and for six months 
was kept in the castle, whence he escaped 
and went again to sea, Others do add that 
he was kept with raw flesh and fish, and be- 
cause he could not speak was thrown into the 


sea again.”

THE MERMAN 


Another “ strange fish ” of which we read 
fate. “He uttered,’ writes the chronicler, 
‘“not any speech, though to try him he was 
hung by the heels and eneny tormented ; 
he would get him in his couch at sunset, 
and rise again at sunrising. One day they 
brought him to the haven and let him go 
into the sea, but to prevent his escape they 
set three rows of very strong nets before him 
to catch him again at pleasure.” The mer- 
man, however, seems to have been possessed 
of a certain amount of ingenuity; for we are 
told that “he diving to the bottom crept 
underneath their nets and showed himself 
again to them. At length he came back to 
them of his own accord,” showing, I think, 
“that he was of a strangely ie ge nature, 
and stayed with them two months after.

In a later work, '“ The History of the Rel- 
gian Commonwea:th,” we read that in 1404

ing up and Sowti, whereat the first they were

sooth is, that they ars strong horses, that 
draw men that passed by them to poverty 
and to mischief.’ 

“And Physiologus saith it is a beast of 
the sea, wonderly shaped as a maid from the 
navel upward and a fish from the navel 
downward, and this wonderful beast is glad 
and merry in tempest, and sad and heavy in 
fair weather. With sweetness of song thia 
beast. maketh shipmen to sleep, and when she 
seeth they are asleep, she goeth into the ship 
and ravisheth which she may take with her, 
and bringeth him into a dry place, and 
maketh him first lie with her, and if he 
will not or may not, then she slayeth him 
and eateth his flesh. Of such wonderful 
beasts it is written in the great Alexander's 
story.

““At the beginning of hostilities the 
Chinese hoped to clear the International 
Settlement of Japanese forces before 
furthr reinfurcements could be landed. 
This task was progressing with the 
utmost satisfaction when large numbers 
of Japanese troops, under cover of a naval 
barrage, landed at various points outside 
Shanghai.” 


CHINESE NAVY 


A Times Hong Kong telegram says: 
Chinese reports say that twenty Japanese 
warships and two aircraft-carriers are 
operating in South Chinese waters and 
that Chinese aeroplanes bombed an air- 
craft-carrier near Bias Bay, east of Hong 
Kong, and scored a direct hit on her 
stern. 

Thé Chinese claim that a Japanese 
destroyer foundered near Hong Kong 
waters after yesterday’s attack on the 
Bocca Tigris forts, between Hong Kong 
and Canton, is widely accepted.

MAJOR RETURNED 
FOR TRIAL

DUNDALK, Wednesday. 


Major R. E. Barrow, of Milestown. 
County Louth, was at Dundalk District 
Court to-day returned for trial “ as a test 
case” on a charge of manslaughter of 
John Murphy, a Ravensdale gardener, who 
was struck by the Major’s motor car, and 
died soon aferwards. 

The evidence was that Major Barrow 
was motoring, with his wife, in his Rolls 
Royce car from Castlebellingham to Belfast 
Show, at eight o’clock in the morning. 
Three miles north of Dundalk, at a cross- 
roads, John Murphy, cycling to his work, 
came off a by-road. He was struck by the 
motor car, carried for some distance, and, 
when found, he was unconscious. In an 
effort to avoid him Major Barrow swerved 
to the right and ran into a ditch. Major 
Barrow afterwards told the Civic Guards 
that he was travelling at between 35 and 
40 miles an hour, and he never saw the 
cyclist until the man cycled at ten miles 
an hour across the main road, lookiny 
neither way, and then was too close to be 
avoided. 

Mr. John B. Hamill, State Solicitor, 
urged that Major Barrow took a chance 
at an early hour in the morning, thinking 
that he would meet no traffic, and that he 
was travelling too fast passing a cross- 
roads. 

Mr. Russell, solicitor, contended that 
Major Barrow had done everything pos- 
sible to avoid an accident, and that it was 
‘caused by the negligence of the cyclist in 
coming too quickly.from the side road. 

District Justice Goff said that he woul - 
return Major Barrow for trial as a test 
case. If it was held that an accident 
resulting in like fashion was inevitable, 
then he would not return similar cases 
again for trial. Major Barrow was 
allowed bail.

MEXICAN OIL STRIKE | 


SETTLED

MEXICO CITY, Wednesday. 

The strike of 2,000 men in the Mexican 
Eagle Oil Company’s Poza Rica zone, in 
the State of Vera Cruz, was settled to-day 
after lasting 58 days. 

Orders were immediately given to start 
pumping oil into the capital from the 
immense reserve tanks along the route of 
the pipe line from the State of Vera Cruz 
to Mexico City—the longest oil pipe in the 
world,

In the course of his lecture, Dr. Soderman | 


said that the term “' police science ” was a 
misnomer. The ase of technical methods for 
the detection of crime was a technique 
rather than a science, and that was one of 
the reasons why science was best utilised in 
police work when the various. scientific de- 
partments were controlled. and co-ordinated 
under a police officer rather than a scientist. 
Scientific police work fell into three main 
groups—(1) the identification of individuals, 
(2) field work, and (3) laboratory work. 


MUTILATION 

The main problem in police work was the 
question of identification, and from the 
earliest times efforts had been made to 
evulve some systematic method of identifying 
habitual! criminals. They had the very 
primitive -system by which, when mutilation 
was part of the pena! code, the mutilation 
was made to fit the crime. Thus, the thief 
had his hand cut off, and the slanderer 
or. _perjurer his tongue cut off. 
Later they had branding. It was not until 
the middle of the last century, when Ber- 
tillon introduced his anthropometrical system 
of identification, that the modern system of 
scientific records came into existence. Ber- 
tillon’s method was scientific but cumbersome. 
Eleven different measurements had to be 
taken, and as all measurements had to be 
meticulously accurate, the process was long 
and __ tedious. Bertillon led to great 
strides in police work. His method of taking 
systematic records led him naturally to the 
use of photographs and to the methodical] ex- 
amination of clues. 


FINGER-PRINTS 
Towards the end of the century a method 
of finger-print identification, discovered in 
India, was ‘first adopted by the British. It 
was now used almost universally. lt was much 
quicker than Bertillon’s method, and it had 
been calculated that only once in 400,000,000 


| years was there a possibility of two indivi- 


duals bem, born with exactiy similer finger- 
prints. It was almost impossible to destroy 
finger-prints. Dr. Soderman instanced the case 
of the notorious American criminal, John Dil- 
linger, who paid 7,000 dollars to an American 
surgeon to alter his finger-prints, but the 
operation was a failure. 

Speaking of another branch of the science, 
Dr. Soderman stated that magnificent work 
had been done by various police departments 
in the identification of individuals from merely 
skeletal remains. In one instance two skulls 
were found, and the authorities had reason 
to believe that one was the skull of the 
famous composer Bach. This was proved 
true when a professor of anatomy and a 
sculptor, working together, reconstructed the 
face from the skull, and the mask thus 
produced was easily recognisable from ‘con- 
temporary portraits of . Bach. 


ANALYSIS 

In dealing with other aspects of detective 
work he mentioned that the analysis of dust 
was only recently given its true importance, 
because. there had been a certain official 
prejudice against this form of detection owing 
to the fact that it was first introduced in 
detective fiction. 

In conclusion, he said that owing to the 
foresight of Colonel Broy, Chief Commissioner 
of the Civic Guards, they had a very fine 
technical bureau at Kilmainham, of which 
they could be proud, and which was organised 
on a very much sounder basis than many 
European bureaux. It was under the super- 
vision of a very able officer and had a very 
competent scientific staff. 

Mr. P. P. O'Donoghue, Legal Assistant to 
the villas Nate, in moving a vote of 
thanks, paid a very high tribute to the 
work of the Civic Guard ‘l'echnical Bureau. 

Mr. Michael Corrigan, Chief State Solicitor, 
seconded, and the chairman, in putting the 
vote of thanks, said that as a result of the 
establishment of the technical bureau the 
accuracy and methods of the Civic Guards 
had improved considerably.

GENERAL SMUTS’S 
VIEWPOINT

CAPETOWN, Wednesday. 


The opinion that there was no likelihood 
of war for some years to come, but that 
none the less it would be “ criminal folly’ 
for South Africa to neglect adequate pre- 
cautions, was expressed by General Smuts, 
speaking at a meeting of members of his 
constituency at Standerton, Transvaal. 

““1 see no signs of war for years,” the 
former South African Premier declared. 
“The armaments race is more a measure 
of self-defence than a love of war. There 
fore, I believe no word of rumours of war 
But there are things which are as bad and 
as dangerous as war—the feeling of un- 
certainty—and fear undermines economic 
stability, and it is necessary for all 
countries to try to evolve a plan for con 
tinued international peace and goodwill.’’ 

Turning to the subject of defence cf 
the Union of South Africa, the General 
said: “ The policy of the Government 1s 
peace, but while all countries are prepar- 
ing for war, it would be criminal folly for 
us to sit still and wait for any Power to 
pluck us like a ripe apple. To-day we are 
improving our defence to the best of our 
ability.” 

Colonel C. F. Stallard had feared that 
fusion would lead to secession, the General 
continued ; but to-day there was, perhaps, 
a better feeling between Britain and South 
Africa than between Britain and any other 
part of the Commonwealth.

Winver over Syd Easterbrook im the first 

stage on Tuesday, Robertson gained successive 

triumphs over Jack Busson and Alfred 
Padgham to reach the last eight. 


BROTHERS TO MEET 


Robertson now has an excellent chance of 
entering the semi-fiuals, his opponent in the 
fourth round to-day being Don Curtis, of 
Bournemouth. Dai Rees, the only other 
assistant to survive, will oppose Percy Allis, 
winner tm 1933, aud the Welshman, who won 
the event last year, is in -guch brilliant form 
that he may well win. In the other fourth 
round matches James Adams meets Jack 
Donaldson, both Scottish internationalists, 
and the brothers Reginald and Charles Whit- 
combe will be opposed to each other for the 
second time in the history of the tournament. 
Three years ago, at Walton Heath, Charles 
beat Reginald at the nineteenth hole. 

Despite his wins over Easterbrook and 
Busson, Robertson was not expécted to prevail 
against Padgham, but the ex-Open champion’s 
putting was weak, and Robertson not only 
took all his chances, but proved his grit and 
skill in the critical last moments of the match. 
tobertson has had playing’ experience in the 
Argentine and Belgium, and is now Henry 
Cotton's chief assistant. He vefused to be 
affected by the swift changes of the game on 
the outward journey, and for every birdie 
which Padgham gained Robertson had a reply. 

The Herts professional took three putts at 
the seventh to be one down, but Padgham 
was through the green, at the ninth, and the 
pair turned square with nothing to indicate 
the possible outcome of an absorbing en- 
counter.

LEN HARVEY SHOWS 
HIS OLD SKILL 


ABREW NO MATCH FOR 
THE FORMER CHAMPION

Len Harvey, former British and Empire 
heavy-weight champion, proved at Glasgow 
‘ast night that he still possesses all the skill 
and. punching power which earned him to 
his eminent position in the boxing world. 
Conceding more than a stone in weight and 
several years in age, Harvey so_ punished 
Manuel Abrew, the coloured Edinburgh 
boxer, at Shawfield Park, before a crowd of 
15,000 people, that the referee, Mr. C, B. 
Thomas, stopped the fight in Harvey’s favour 
towards the end of the fourteenth round. 


THE FIGHT 


Harvey soon forced Abrew to the ropes and 
had him wincing from a left-handed attack 
to the head. This eut the Scotsman’s lip 
slightly, but he got out of the tight corner, 
swinging blows with which Harvey dealt 
cleverly. As the bell sounded Harvey 
toppled over, but it was more the result of 
the force of Abrew’s rush than of a blow. 
Harvey took matters quietly in the second 
round, but the Scot gained little, for he found 
Harvey very difficult to hit 

It was not until the third round that a 
really heavy punch was struck, and then 
Harvey convected with a right uppercut 
while Abrew was off his balance. The Scots- 
man used his weight to advantage in the 
clinches and scored to the body. In the 
fourth round Harvey scored with hooks to 
the body and again brought the uppercut 
into play, but generally it was not a brilliant 
affair. 

Harvey continued with his waiting tactics, 
and Abrew, gaining confidence, kept up a 
strong attack, A right to the face in the 
sixth round brought up a swelling under 
Harvey's left eye, and the Scot had a good 
round in the seventh.

BREAKS HER TOWLINE. 
AGAIN 


—— 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BOSTON (MASS.), Wednesday. * 


Endeavour II. is not lost, nor has she 
foundered. Endeavour I., battling against 
stiff winds, broke from her ninety fathom 
towline of nine inches thickness at about 
midnight on Monday, when she was 170 
miles east of Nantucket. She was being 
towed by the motor yacht Viva. 
Endeavour II. is being towed by the 
motor yacht Philante. 

This is the second time this year that 
Endeavour I. has broken away from her 
cable. On her journey from Gosport to 
Newport (Rhode Island) she broke away 
when about 1,000 miles from Newport and 
finished all, except the last 100 miles, 
under her own sail. 

The Coastguards here reported to-day 
that the Viva had wirelessed them when 
Endeavour I. broke her towline on Mon- 
day, and that she did not need assistance. 
The Viva’s captain, added the VCoast- 
guards, was not apprehensive for 
Endeavour I.’s safety, and did not request 
help in locating her. It was on May 20 
that the startling news, “ Endeavour L. is 
somewhere out on the Atlantic,” spread 
like wildfire throughout Newport (Rhode 
Island), when the escorting motor yacht, 
Viva, arrived alone at Newport. 

The Endeavour I. had parted from the 
towline in a fifty-five mile an hour gale, 
about 1,000 miles from Newport, on May 
14. Ten days after she had broken away 
from Viva, Endeavour I. was taken in tow 
by the United States Coastguard cutter, 
Argo, 100 miles. off Newport, and arrived 
at Newport late in the afternoon of the 
same day. 

““ An incredible feat of seamanship ”’ 
was how Mr. Gerard Lambert, owner of 
the yacht, Yankee, described the handling 
of Endeavour I. on this last 1,000 miles of 
her journey.

THE PLANTING. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly /rish 
limes, the Garden Correspondent says :— 
Regarding the ró of the bulbs, 

hyacinths should be kept fairly high; the 
crown or spur being kept clear over the 
surface, while tulips, narcissi, and 
bulbous iris may be laced so that. their 
tips are at least an inch below the soil 
level. No moisture except what is con- 
tained in the compost should be applied 
until good root action has taken place, 
and the pots should be stood in a cold 
frame or sheltered corner, where they 
can be covered with at least six inches 
of clear; coal-ashes.
